of Chinese 
to the 
United 


Skates : 


Be it enacted, 
etc., That no master 


of any 
vessel 
owned 
in whole or in 


part by oitizensot the United States, 
or by aitizens of any foreign 
country 


shall take on board such vessel at any 
port 
of the 
Chinese 
Empire, or at 


any other foreign port or place what- 
ever, any number 
exceeding ten Chi- 


nese passengers, 
whether male or fe- 


male, with the intent 
to bring such 
passengers 
to the 
United States, 
or 
shall bring such passengers 
within the 
jurisdiction of the United .-tales. 


Sec. 2. Whenever the master of any 


such vessel takes on board of the same 
at any foreign port, orplace any great- 
er number of Chinese passengers 
than 


is prescribed iv the first section of this 
Act, with 
the 
intent to bring such 
passengers 
within the jurisdiction of 


the United States, he shall be deemed 
guilty of misdemeanor, 
and 
shall, for 


each passenger 
so taken on board and 
brought within the jurisdiction of the 
United States exceeding 
the number 
often, be fined SIOO, and may also he 
imprisoned 
for a term uot exceeding 
six months. 


Sec. 3. The Master of any vessel 
ar- 
riving in the United States, or any of 
the Territories thereof, from 
any 
for- 
eign place whatever, at the same time 
that he delivers the manifest of the 
cargo, and if there 
be no cargo, 
then 


at the time of making 
report or entry 
of the vessel pursuant to law, shall, in 
addition to the other matters required 
to be reported by law, deliver and re- 
port to the Collector of the District in 
which such vessels shall arrive a sepa- 
rate listof all Chinese passengers 
tak- 
en on board of his 
vessel 
at any 
for- 
eign port or place. 
Such list shall be 
sworn to by the Master iv the same 
manner as directed by law in relation 
to the manifest 
of cargo; and 
on the 
refusal or 
neglect 
of 
the Master 
to 


comply with 
the 
provisions 
ol this 
section he shall incur the same 
penal- 
ties, disabilities 
and forfeitures as are 
provided for refusal 
or neglect to re- 
port and deliver manifest cf cargo. 


Sec. 
4. The amount 
of the several 
penalties 
imposed 
by the foregoing 
provisions shall be a lien on the 
ves- 
sel 
violatiug these 
provisions, 
and 
such 
vessel 
shall be libelled there or 
In any Circuit Court of 
the United 
States where such vessel 
shall arrive. 
Sec. 
5. Informers shall be entitled 
to one-half of uuy penalty or fine col- 
lected under the provisions ofthis Act 
upon their Information. 


Sec. 
6. Nothing 
herein 
contained 
shall 
be 
held 
to 
repeal 
or 
mod- 
ifyany law forbidding the importa- 
tion ofcoolies or of females for immo- 
ral purposes 
into the 
United States; 
provided, that no consul 
or consular 
agent of the United States residing at 
anyport from which any vessel carry- 
ing Chinese passengers 
may take her 
departure, 
shall grant the certificate 
provided for iv Section 2162 ofthe Re- 
vised Statutes, for more than ten Chi- 
nese passengers 
on any one vessel. 
Sec. 
7. This Act shall 
take effect 
from aud after the Ist of September. 
1876.
